As the crop is rather short here this 
Year aud the demand zreat, it would be better 
ti bring uy enough flour to last uncil next 
Christinas, by which time uext seasou's crop 
will be turned into dour. 

znd. Is it better to take oxen or horses? 
This depends on the amount of capitala man 
his. Oxen are the cheapest to purchage, less 
risk on the trip, aud cheaper to keep after 
thoy get here, with almost the absolute cer- 
taiaty that there will be no ultimate loss on 
them. Kutat the same time if a man can 
«ford to pay fora ,ood team of horses, and 
bring them througss in good shape, he can do 
«great deal more work than he could witha 
yoke of oxen, 

3rd. What are the best kinds of poultry to 
bring? The only kind tried so far are the 
ordinary barnyard chicken, whieh do as well 
here us anywhere, and a very few ducks. 
Geese aud turkeys have net becn cried, so far 
us we know, but there is no reason why tes 
woutl not do well. Fowis brought through 
thould be of hardy varicties. 

dth. Is it advisable to take astock of catidle 
hogs and sheep?’ Ves, ty ail means, if of 
good varieties. Cattle cum be purchased here, 
but not so cheaply as in Manitoba, ani a per- 
e0n coming from there should not neglect the 
opportuuity of bringing uo improved stock of 
all three dinds, but especially of pigs. 

Sih. Is there any chance of hiring men out 
there? Yes. A large numoder of men 
exe ud every year w.th freight!and in other 
ways, who would’stay in the country at fair 
wayes. Sofar there nas been a greater lack 
of work than of men, but prespects are im- 
proving every year in that respect.
